bases captured from Japan. The 
British delegation last night re- 
ceived London approval of a tenta- 
tive Anglo-American trusteeship 
formula. But on this, too, Russia 
remains to be heard from. 


The Pan-American 
conference 


to draw up a long-term treaty to 
replace the wartime pact made at 
Mexico City in March probably 
will be held at Washington in No- 
vember. 


HM Mint to Plan 


The heart of the United States 


proposal Is that any group of 
nations has the right to plan col- 
lectively for its own defense so 
that if the projected world se- 
curity council fails to prevent an 
armed attack on one of them all 
the others can go to its assist- 
ance. 


Latin American leaders origin- 


ally had wanted the hemisphere 
system exempted from control of 
the world council entirely, but 
yesterday they agreed to accept 
this formula, which keeps the au- 
thority of the council intact. Stet- 
tinius announced the formula after 
conferring with them and with 
big-five delegates. Only Ecuador 
and El Salvador said they needed 
until today to think the matter 
over before giving their expected 
approval. 


The United States formula was 


scheduled to go before a meeting 
of the conference committee on 
regional arrangements last night 
but was delayed. A subcommittee 
was called for today with -the 
prospect that it would pass over 
any formal action on the amend- 
ments until another full committee 
meeting tomorrow. 


Now that the collective defense 


theory has been advanced with 
assurances of acceptance, fears of 
small nations about big power veto 
control of peace-keeping machin- 
ery appears to be vanishing. 


Senator Vandenberg (R., Mich.) 


yesterday submitted to a commit- 
tee on powers of the assembly a 
big-five proposal designed to meet 
some, but not all, of the small na- 
tion demands for more pqwer. 


This would let the assembly 


recommend lo the security coun- 
cil actions for maintaining peace 
and security, disarmament, and 
armament control and call the 
council's attention to dangerous 
situations threatening peace. But 
it would not let the assembly take 
up a dispute on which the council 
was already working'. 


Two Flu Opposition 


When 
the representatives of 


Mew Zealand and Brazil had a 
look at this they announced they 
would vote against a pending pro- 
posal to let the assembly take up 
questions already before the coun- 
cil. This proposal was then de- 
feated in committee. 


There were these other 
test 


votes also on small nation issues: 


1. Mexico wanted to give the 


assembly virtually equal author- 
ity with the security council for 
ordering the use of force against 
trouble making states*. A com- 
mittee vote defeated this, 23 to 7. 


2. New Zealand 
offered 
an 


amendment to the Dumbarton 
3aks plan which would empower 
the assembly cither to vote con- 
currently with the council or to 
review council decisions. This mus- 
tered only four "aye" votes. 


On the other hand, the United 


States approved in principle a 
Canadian proposal that a nation 
whose forces were to be used in a 
wacc-kecping action should 
sit 


with the council when the decision 
was made. But Russia had this 
referred to a subcommittee lo de- 
termine whether the nation thus 
.cmporarily associated with the 
council should have the right to 
vote or merely to express its 
views.

I AM AN AMERICAN 


One of President Roosevelt's last acts was 


to designate May 20 as "I Am An American" 
Day. 
It will honor those who in the last 


year have become naturalized citizens. 


In a larger sense it will commemorate all 


Americans of foreign origin, present and 
past; and Hint means all of us, for even the 
Indians are thought to have come from Asia. 


There have always been useful citizens of 


foreign birth. In its early days the United 
States could not have done without Its two 
greatest secretaries of the treasury, Alex- 
ander Hamilton and Albert Gallatin. Carl 
Schurz—general, senator, secretary of the 
interior and friend ef good government re- 
gardless of party—was the most eminent of 
the German refugees who fled here in 1848 
and have helped the country incalculably 
ever since. And American life would be poor 
indeed without the inventors, Nikola Tesla 
and Michael Pupin, Senator Robert F. Wag- 
ner of New York, Lieut-Gen. William S. 
Knudsen, and Serge Koussevltzky, conductor 
of the Boston symphony orchestra. 


. IffiTRIBUTION 


Members ot Congress at Washington have 


been applauding a demand for an immediate 
"drum-head court-martial" of Gocring and 
other important Nazi leaders who still sur- 
vive. Thus Representative Flood of Penn- 
sylvania declares: 


"I vehemently protest the treatment as a 


prisoner of war of this overstuffed, obese 
member of the Unholy Three of Nazism. 1 
demand that he be treated as a war criminal 
I make the demand in the name of Europe's 
dead and starved by his hand, and in the 
name of the destroyed cities of Rotterdam 
and Warsaw." 


Presumably these matters and others re- 


lated to them will be handled adequately in 
clue time, after all possible information has 
been extracted front the offenders. Getting 
the information is of prime importance now. 
After that, in Gilbert's mild phrase, they 
"might well be underground." Seldom have 
supposedly civilized men deserved more cer- 
tain punishment from their country and the 
civilized world in general. 


LENGTH OF WAR IN ASIA 


Those hopeful persons who believe that 


the war will end very soon in the Pacific 
now that the fighting in Europe is over have 
received a dash of disillusionment by the 
recently disclosed plans of the War Depart- 
ment. These plans indicate that tlie Depart- 
ment is planning for a long and fierce war. 
Of course the Japs may pull a surprise by 
folding up suddenly but their present fight- 
ing in the Pacific would not seem to be any 
indication of this. The War Department is 
on sound ground in preparing for a long war. 


Two million men will be retired to civil 


life during the ensuing year. This is good 
news. But there is to be no letup in con- 
scription. Draft calls will slay higher than 
replacements so that more veterans can be 
released. Those men who fought longest and 
hardest will be discharged first. There can 
be no objection to this procedure. 


With !his fine army in addition to our 


magnificent navy, we will be prepared to 
fight a lorn; hard war.

There arc some 50 nations In this world of all 


sly.es, kinds and geographical dispositions. Some, 
like Luxembourg, nre mere dots on the map; some 
like Poland, KO 
through partitions, chances of 


boundary and population every time Kuropc en- 
gages in another of Its perennial wars. 
None of 


Ihe small nations arc political accidents; they arc 
products of the workings of racial, religious, lln- 
gulstie, nationalistic forces in Kuropean 
history. 


In a word, their existence has lo do with the fun- 
damentals in the lives of peoples. 


On tlie other hand, the economics of the Twen- 


tieth Century practically precludes their separate 
existence. Modern Industrialization requires huge 
Interior and foreign markets as well us guaranteed 
accesses to raw materials. 
But even more, vast, 


reservoirs of manpower are essenlial for the con- 
duct of a productive structure. In 
the pre-war 


world, four countries were modernly Industrialized; 
the United States, Great Britain, Germany and 
Japan. As of today, the United Stales. Great Bri- 
tain and Japan remain. In the Immediate postwar 
world, the principal industrial counlrics will un- 
iloublcdlr be. tho United Stales and Great Britain, 
with Soviet Russia seeking to assume Germany's 
role. And China, naturally hopes to assume Japan's 
role. 


In terms of area and populnlion, lhat Is, In 


terms of potential interior markets and manpower, 
China and Soviet 
Russia 
possess 
incomparable 


capacity. China possesses an 
.iron 
of .1000,000 


square miles and a population of -150.000.000 people; 
Soviet Russia's area, as of today is 8,800.000 square 
miles, and her population is roughly 180.000,000 to 
200,000,000 persons, anil growing bv territorial ac- 
cretion. The United Slates has about 3000000 
square miles with a 
population 
of 135.000.000. 


Were Great Britain alone, she would be a .small 
nation, but tlie British Commonwealth of Nations 
Is tremendous in area and manpower anil ulihough 
today ils future i.s a political imponderable, it must 
be assumed that ils postwar economic role will he 
tremendously important. This Is certain- There 
are no-indications that the British Commonwealth 
will fall nparl although ils control niuy shift from 
bngland to the dominions. 


Obviously, tlie small 
nations cannot develop 


economic strength to compete or even hold their 
own with such xianls. Certainly, Ihe small nations 
tannot, as we iiavc traRieallv witnessed in Ihis war 
defend their boundaries iiRuinst the possessors of 
tllch reservoirs of men and tools. And the war In< 
further proved that tools win in ihu ond-for it 
was American tools, the American industrial ca- 
oacily that won the war afiainst Germany as every 
German general who has spoken has testified

small nations cnmiot afford to own and use ctiual 
quantities of cmiallv competent

neither Soviet Russia nor China 
can

San Francisco, May 16—Rela- 


tions between the United States 
and Britain, on the one hand, and 
Ruisia, on Die other, have reached 
the point where a substantial 
clarification of policy has become 
imperative. 


When President Truman says he 


hope* there will be a meeting of 
the Big Three and when Prime 
Minister Churchill says the same 
thing, it merely means that Mar- 
shal Stalir. has not yet Indicated 
his approval of the idea. The 
heads of states do not customarily 
"hope" about a forthcoming meet- 
ing. They usually know definitely. 
ti\ this instance the purpose may 
be to make clear to the world our 
desire, and if no meeting occurs 
the responsibility can be fixed by 
an observant public. 


Skepticism as to whether an 


other Big Three meeting will be 
icld turns on the important mat- 
ter of location. Mr. Churchill 
wants the meeting held in London 
and President Truman is ready to 
go there or hold the conference in 
Washington. But it seems probable 
that, unless these two principals 
change their minds, there will be 
no meeting in Russia. 


Up to now Marshal Stalin has 


pleaded that pressure of military 
jperations prevented him 
from 


leaving Russia. He did go to 
Teheran, but all other conferences 
Mtween Mr. Stalin and represen- 
tatives of Great Britain and the 
United States have been held on 
Russian territory. 


Naturally Mr. Churchill would 


like to welcome Marshal Stalin in 
London. There is shortly to foe a 
general election in England, and it 
vould help the prestige of the 
3rime Minister if he could build 
an accord with the Russian leader 
at this time. This is not to inti- 
mate that'such a reason has been 
advanced in any official quarter as 
he basis for the London meeting 
jiace, because thare are other 
reasons equally strong. One of 
them is that President Truman 
s not inclined to make the long 
ourney to Russia unless abso- 
utely essential to Allied solidar- 
ty. Indeed, it would be greater

tary personnel at most posts in 
the United States will be limited 
lo six packs of cigarettes, 24 
cigars or four ounces of smoking 
tobacco a week, effective June 3 
Under a War Department direc- 
tive received by the Second Serv- 
ice Command and the Army Ex- 
change Service, ration cards will 
be issued.
